FIRST DAY — Wednesday. 

Methodist Church, 
Bishopville, S. C., November 21, 1917. 

The South Carolina Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, convened its one hundred and thirty-second annual session in the 
Methodist Church, Bishopville, S. C., at 9:30 a. m., Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 21, 1917, Bishop James Atkins in the chair. 

The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was administered, H. W. Bays 
consecrating the elements, and B. J. Guess, J. W. Elkins, J. L. Mullinnix, 
and J. N. Wright assisting in the administration. 

E. O. Watson, Secretary of the last session of the Conference, called 
the roll and' one hundred and eleven clerical and six lay members reported 
present.

Resolved, 1. That we pledge our whole-hearted devotion to our God, 
our Flag, and our Country; and pray God that our Country, with our 
Allies, may soon have a decisive victory over our enemies that the world 
may have peace — a peace founded on justice and right. 

2. That we hereby express to the President of the United States our 
Christian sympathy, and assure him of our prayers and loyal support. 

3. That we pledge our hearty co-operation in the conservation of food, 
the work of the Red Cross, all Liberty Loan campaigns, and our most 
sincere and earnest support to the Army Y. M. C. A., and all other 
Christian work among the soldiers.

Stokes, on motion of G. E. Edwards, was referred to the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

A. D. Betts, President of Paine College, represented the work of that 
institution. A collection, amounting to $105.50, was taken for Paine 
College. 

The following resolutions, upon request of A. M. Trawick and W. D. 
Weatherford, of the International Committee of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association, were presented by E. O. Watson, and, on motion, 
unanimously adopted: 

In the present world crisis there is imminent danger that lawlessness 
and disorder and crime will take advantage of the unrest of the times 
to accomplish their hideous work in our midst; 

Particularly in the realm of social morality, industrial adjustments, 
and race relationships are these evils likely to manifest themselves; 

The presence of these evils in our organized life constitutes a greater 
menace to our peace and happiness than all the arms and military tactics 
of the nations with whom our country is at war; 

The evils of which we complain have for their ultimate end the com- 
plete overthrow of our homes, our churches, and the Kingdom of God 
on earth;

That we lift our voice against all exploitation of the weak by the 
strong, all injustice, all lawlessness and disorder, all greed and hate and 
evil passion, wherever in individual or social life we see such things 
practiced ; 

'That we as an organized body, representing a great and powerful 
Church in the world, put ourselves on record as unalterably opposed to 
lynching, race riots, unfair and unjust treatment of our fellow citizens 
of African blood, unfairness to immigrants and aliens of all races who 
' may be living among us ; 

That we use the pulpit, church press, daily newspapers and every 
other laudable avenue of publicity, to call the attention of our people to 
the need of fairness, brotherly love, and unceasing prayer in order to 
win the battle against lawlessness, disorder, hate and prejudice in our 
national life. 

The following resolutions concerning chaplains in the Army and Navy, 
offered by A. D. Betts, were adopted: 

Army Chaplains. 

Whereas, There has recently been an enlargement of the regiments of 
the United States Army from 1,200 men each to approximately 3,600 
men, with proportionate increase in the number of officers; and. 

Whereas, Other branches of our military and naval forces have been 
enlarged in like manner; and. 

Whereas, There has not been an increase in the number of chaplains 
to meet these larger neds; and. 

Whereas, It is the earnest conviction of this Conference that propor- 
tionate increase in chaplaincy is necessary to developing and maintain- 
ing the morale of the Army; therefore, be it 

Resolved, 1. That the South Carolina Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, hereby petitions the Congress of the United 
States to speedily make provision for three chaplains for each regiment, 
and a like ratio for the Navy, and other branches of the service. 

Resolved, 2. That a copy of these resolutions be sent by our Confer- 
ence Secretary to President Wilson, to Secretary of War Baker, to Sec- 
retary of the Navy Daniels, and to our South Carolina Senators and 
Representatives in Congress.

South Carolina Conference, your Board recommends the continuance of 
the present arrangement and asks the Conference to indorse its attitude 
in the matter.

Methodist Church, 
Bishopville, S. C., November 23, 1917. 

Conference met at 9:30 a. m.. Bishop Atkins in the chair. 

The opening devotions were conducted by S. B. Harper. 

Six clerical and four lay members, not previously in attendance, 
reported present. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

Question 3. Who are discontinued? was called, and Paul K. Crosby 
was discontinued. 

The report of the Board of Managers of the Epworth Orphanage, pre- 
sented by W. H. Hodges, was adopted. (See Reports.) 

On motion, the order of the day was suspended at the pleasure of the 
Bishop. 

E. O. Watson presented the report of the Committee on “War Work,” 
which was adopted, as follows; 

War Work. 

We, your Committee on “War Work,” have looked carefully into the 
matters committed to us, and now offer our report; 

At their last meeting in Jackson, Tenn., in October past, our College 
of Bishops asked the Church to raise a special fund of $100,000 to meet 
the special religious needs of the Army camps in our midst. 

It is observed that the Y. M. C. A., while doing a great and indis- 
pensable work in these camps, sorely needs the assistance of the Church 
in evangelistic and distinctly spiritual work; and that in the Army organ- 
ization the present supply of chaplains is wholly inadequate to supply 
this deficiency. Our Church, in common with other leading denomina- 
tions, feels a great responsibility in the matter at this time. Many Con- 
ferences have raised considerable sums for this purpose already, and 
have requested the Bishops to appoint some of the strongest men to this 
special duty in the camps. 
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Reviewing the situation in South Carolina, we find that the Methodist 
Episcopal Church expects to place a man with the New York soldiers at 
Camp Wadsworth; no doubt the Upper South Carolina Conference will 
make provision for the work among the North Carolina and Tennessee 
troops at Camp Sevier. 

We are convinced that the South Carolina Conference should see after 
Camp Jackson, which is within the bounds of our Conference, and where 
our South Carolina troops are encamped. 

We, therefore, recommend: 

1. That the sum of $5,000.00 be guaranteed from the South Carolina 
Conference for the War Fund planned for by our Church, to be used 
first to meet our needs at Camp Jackson. 

2. That the Board of Missions apportion the sum of $5,000.00 to the 
several charges on the basis of the assessment last year for pastor’s 

_ salary, said apportionment to be collected within the first ninety days of 
the Conference year. 

3. That a special offering be taken on Christmas Sunday, December 23, 
or the Sunday following, December 30, for this work. 

4. That the Board of Missions be authorized lo borrow such amounts 
as may be needed pending the collections. 

5. That the Bishop be requested to appoint a suitable man from our 
Conference to this work at Camp Jackson.

A ballot was ordered for clerical and lay delegates to General Confer- 
ence, four delegates being declared the number to which the South Caro- 
lina Conference is entitled. F. L. Glennan and C. C. Derrick were 
appointed tellers, with W. V. Dibble, Secretary for the clerical ballot, 
and E. C. Dennis and F. P. B. Pegues, tellers, with W. L. Wait, Secre- 
tary for the lay ballot, the teller to collect the ballots and retire with 
the secretaries for counting, while the Conference continued other 
business. 

The reports of Mrs. R. L. Kirkwood, Corresponding Secretary of the 
Woman’s Missionary Society, and Mrs. J. P. McNeil, Conference Treas- 
urer, were read by the Secretary and ordered published in the minutes. 
Bishop Atkins addressed the Conference concerning the work of the 
Woman’s Missionary Society, with congratulations upon the splendid 
showing of these societies in raising more than $21,000 the past year. 

The first ballot for lay delegates was announced, resulting as follows: 
Votes cast, 16; necessary to a choice, 9; and T. H. Tatum receiving 15 
votes; Charlton DuRant, 9, and B. G. Gregg, 9, were declared elected. 
A second ballot for one lay delegate was ordered, resulting in 16 votes, 
9 necessary to a choice — no election. A third lay ballot was ordered, 
resulting in 17 votes cast; necessary to a choice, 9 — no election. A 
fourth lay ballot was ordered, resulting in 17 votes cast; necessary to a 
choice, 9, and A. E. Goldfinch having received 10 votes was declared 
elected, completing the lay delegation. 
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A ballot for two alternates was ordered, resulting in the election of 
G. H. Bates, 13, and R. M. Lofton, 10. 

S. B. Harper reported that the Missionary Anniversary offering 
amounted to $1,242.00. 

The special order of the day, consideration of resolutions concerning 
the welfare of Epworth Orphanage, was taken up on resolutions offered 
by Peter Stokes. A substitute offered by E. O. Watson was lost. Amend- 
ments offered by J. W. Daniel were lost. The resolutions with amend- 
ments offered by E. C. Dennis were adopted, as follows: 

Commission on Epworth Orphanage. 

In view of the fact that there is amongst us a considerable degree of 
agitation of certain matters connected with the Epworth Orphanage, viz.: 

1. The criticism of the internal affairs of the Orphanage, as to man- 
agement, equipment, etc.; the demand for a better location for the 
Orphanage, on account of the encroachment of the City of Columbia, 
now practically surrounding the Orphanage property. 

2. The necessity for enlargement as to farm lands, to supply the needs 
of the children on account of the great cost of all such produce, and to 
supply to them in adequate quantity such food as milk, butter, eggs, 
meat, and vegetables, as may be needed. 

3. The fact that the present Orphanage property is very valuable and 
easily marketable, if it is desirable to re-establish the Orphanage in a 
more suitable location. Be it 

Resolved, 1. That the whole matter be referred to a Joint commission 
from each, the South Carolina and the Upper South Carolina Confer- 
ences, each Conference’s members to consist of two preachers and two 
laymen, with instructions and authority to investigate every phase of 
this matter and to report to the next sessions of the two Conferences. 

Resolved, 2. That the trustees of the Epworth Orphanage be requested 
to co-operate with the Commission in their investigation, making avail- 
able for the Commission whatever data and information concerning this 
institution the Commission may need and desire. 

Resolved, 3. That the Board of Trustees of the Orphanage be instructed 
to refrain from further building until this Commission have reported 
their findings to the Conferences. 

Resolved, 4. That we request the Upper South Carolina Conference to 
adopt this or a similar resolution.

Standing Resolutions. 



According to the authority given the Educational Commission by South 
Carolina and the Upper South Carolina Conferences the campaign for 
the raising of an educational fund of $300,000.00 was projected and 
prosecuted during the month of April last, with very gratifying results, 
notwithstanding the fact that our country became involved in the great 
world war just at the time the campaign was to begin. 



The results of the campaign are as follows: 



- Amount subscribed in the city of Spartanburg $40,000.00 

Amount subscribed in Greenwood 6,000.00 

Amount subscribed in Columbia 8,700.00 

Amount subscribed in Bamberg 4,500.00 

Amount subscribed in the rest of the State 67,000.00 



Making thus a grand total for the entire State of $127,000.00. Of the 
above amount, the following has been collected: 



From Spartanburg $16,000.00

Making thus a grand total of $35,771.00 collected up to November 14, 
1917. All things being considered, we believe this to be a most credit- 
able showing. 

There are some facts that the Commission would bring to the attention 
of the Conferences and the Methodist people of the State. Of the 263 
ministerial charges in the State, fifty-five have made no report whatso- 
ever of a canvass to the Commissioner of Education. Eighty-three other 
charges have reported less than $100.00 each. Among these charges that 
have been unworked, or but poorly worked, are some of the strong 
charges of South Carolina Methodism. Only 4,100 of the more than 
100,000 Methodists in the State have as yet made a contribution to this 
cause. These items reveal the fact that there is a vast proportion of 
our membership that has not yet been worked, and your Commission is, 
therefore, unanimously of the opinion that the campaign should be pur- 
sued until the entire amount has been secured. We respectfully request, 
therefore, that the Conference order the continuance of the canvass, 
and we herewith submit the following plan of campaign for 1918:

Let the Commissioner of Education establish headquarters in the dis- 
tricts on Saturday — the campaign to begin on the next day, Sunday, and 
close Thursday of the second week.

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During these twelve days, let the full time of the Commissioner, the 
Presiding Elder and of every pastor in the district be given to the full 
extent of their ability to the raising of the full amount that has been 
apportioned to that district. 

During the twelve days set apart for the campaign in a district the 
Presiding Elder is requested to hold no Quarterly Conference, and the 
pastors no special meetings of any kind, that the attention of the people 
may be directed wholly to this important cause. 

Each Sunday School in the district is requested to observe an educa- 
tional day with appropriate exercises and special collection, and all 
money contributed by the Sunday School on that day is to be given to 
the educational fund. 

The Commissioner and the Presiding Elder of the district shall be 
joint managers and directors of the campaign, and they are authorized 
to draw on the membership of the Conferences for any and all help 
which may, in their judgment, be needed to successfully canvass the 
district. 

The campaign shall be put on in the districts consecutively, alter- 
nating between the South Carolina and the Upper South Carolina Con- 
ferences. 

The schedule of dates for the campaign in the several districts shall 
be prepared by the Presiding Elders, and they shall be as follows: 

South Carolina Conference — Charleston District, January 5-17; Flor- 
ence District, February 8-14; Kingstree District, April 28-May 9; 
Marion District, May 26-June 6; Orangeburg District, March 3-14; 
Sumter District, March 31-April 11. 

In conclusion, we wish to take this means of expressing our apprecia- 
tion of the untiring work of the Commissioner of Education in the 
planning for and the execution of the work of this campaign. The Edu- 
cational Commissioner has re-elected Rev. F. H. Shuler Commissioner 
of Education and they respectfully request that the Board of Education 
of the South Carolina Conference nominate him for such appointment 
by the Bishop.

Board of Education — No. 1. 

Your Board of Education, after carefully considering the educational 
affairs of our Conference and our Church, begs leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report; 

1. Conference Interests. — Woford College. — The enrollment for the 
present session has reached 271, besides 90 in the Fitting School, 
making a total of 361. This is about the same as last year, but when 
the war conditions are considered it is a most remarkable record. Many 
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of the upper classmen have responded with splendid patriotism to the 
call of our country. It is highly significant that the Freshman Class 
numbers 105, as against 86 last year. The indebtedness has been 
reduced $10,320.00. The income of the College last session was $38,628.38. 
The present indebtedness is $40,487.61. We are glad to note that three 
years of Bible and one year of Ethics are required of all students. The 
strong religious influences that now obtain are most gratifying. There 
are 23 students for the ministry at Wofford. 



Columbia College . — This institution is decidedly on the upgrade. The 
enrollment is already 234, of whom 182 are boarders. And although 
burdened with a debt of $103,246.34, it reports last year that the receipts 
exceeded disbursements by $415.18. We wish to commend the manage- 
ment for this excellent showing. A comprehensive financial statement 
was submitted to your Board by the President giving exact and valuable 
information. The religious life of the students is considered of first 
importance, and a gracious revival blessed the College last winter. Spe- 
cial efforts are being made to keep the institution abreast of the best 
college standards as to scholarship and character. 

Lander College . — The President reports a year of decided prosperity. 
Already 265 students have enrolled, of whom 186 board in the College. 
This is an advance over last year. The indebtedness is $39,905.43, or 
nearly $1,000.00 less than at last report. Two substantial additions to 
the loan fund are reported; $1,000.00 each from Mr. D. D. Davenport 
and the Robinson Brothers estate. Special attention is given to the 
religious life and training of the students. Twenty-three graduated 
last year. Lander’s steady growth is a source of much gratification. 

Carlisle School . — The Headmaster makes a most, encouraging report. 
The number of students has already reached 148, which is 32 in advance 
of the same date last year. The indebtedness is $11,500.00, but the 
local educational campaign netted considerable cash and subscriptions 
that will help the situation. Only one student for the ministry is 
reported. An interesting course in Sunday School Pedagogy is now in 
its second year, conducted by Dr. E. O. Watson, and 65 students are 
enrolled in same this year. 

Cokeshury Conference School . — It is not generally known that this was 
originally the “Doughtery Manual Training School of the South Caro- 
lina Conference.” This institution, once of large and historic usefulness, 
is on the decline, with only two teachers and fifteen students. We are 
recommending in another report that it be closed with the present 
session. 

Textile Industrial Institute . — This school continues to do its unique 
work most efficiently. The enrollment of last session reached 131. There 
are seven teachers. The institution is now worth over $100,000.00, being 
a considerable gain over last year. The indebtedness is $38,970.68. The 
farm seems to be quite a success. We earnestly commend the adminis- 
tration for the excellent showing made in the report to the Board. 

Horry Industrial School . — To date 150 students have been enrolled in 
this newest of our missionary-educational enterprises. The six teachers 
are doing good work. The President has secured $2,700.00 in cash and 
subscriptions for the erection of the new building proposed. We com- 
mend him and his cause to all of our people for their aid and support. 
The property is worth $20,000.00 at least. There is no indebtedness, but 
the need for a new building is imperative. Two young men are students 
for the ministry. 

Summary . — Our school and college property is valued at $1,043,600.00. 
The endowments total $228,212.50. We have 88 professors and teachers 
teaching 1,251 pupils. The total indebtedness of our institutions now 
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■ amounts to $234,110.06. South Carolina Methodism has wrought won- i 

^ derfully well in building up an educational system, and we do not know ^ 

another section of Southern Methodism that has equalled our record 
except where very large donations have been received. 

2. Connectional Interests . — We rejoice to note the steady growth of 
the educational work of our whole Church. Last year realized the addi- 
tion of nearly $800,000.00 to the permanent resources of our schools. t 

Our people are giving more liberally each year to this vital part of our 
Church’s activities. 

We note with pleasure that the General Sunday School Board has set 
apart one Sunday during the year to be observed in all Sunday Schools 
as “College Day.” We urge all of our pastors and people to make the 
1 observance of this day of largest value to themselves and to the schools 

of Methodism. 

Our General Boards of Sunday Schools and Education have prepared 
courses of study designed to prepare young men and women for high 

grade service in Sunday Schools and in other lines of religious work, i 

and we earnestly urge our Methodist colleges in this State to offer these 
as credit courses. 

Another Educational Conference for the whole Church will be held 
early next summer. We have elected our Conference Secretary of Edu- 
cation and two additional delegates to attend this important gathering, 
and we request our schools and colleges to be represented there also. 

The effort of the General Board to secure a thorough correlation of 
all of our Church schools is most commendable, and we trust that our 
own institutions will co-operate with this movement to the fullest possible 
extent. 

The movement for giving financial aid to young men studying for 
our ministry grows apace, and the good accomplished is untold. It is 
getting to be a Church-wide policy. We do not forget that it originated 
in our Conference. Our standing resolution takes care of the matter in 
this Conference now. 

We have not received a report from the Correspondence School, but 
we learn that it continues to grow in size and usefulness. It is grati- 
fying that so many of our young preachers are availing themselves of 
its aid. 

The report of the Educational Commission of the last General Confer- ! 

ence has been received and read with much joy. Emory University now f 

has four well organized departments: Theology, Law, Medicine, and 
Liberal Arts. Four new buildings have been erected during the past 
year. From nineteen States and five foreign countries there gathered 
at Emory University 654 students. Two hundred thousand dollars have 
been added to the permanent resources during the past year. Our 
South Carolina Methodists should patronize this great institution very 
much more than at present. Especially do we wish to urge our young 

men preparing for the ministry to study theology there. We must insist ■ 

on a better trained ministry. f 

The Southern Methodist University in Dallas, Tex., is also making a 
remarkable record. Last session 823 students were enrolled, not count- 
ing the Summer School students. 

It is particularly gratifying to learn that we had over 250 students , 

in our Theological Schools last year, the largest in our history so far. 

We only regret that South Carolina did not have her proportionate 
share of the same. 

We commend to our people the needs of these new Universities, and 
especially the proposed James H. Carlisle Memorial Teachers’ College, 
which ought to be built with Carolina money.

Just here we wish to call attention to the fact that never before in the 
history of South Carolina Methodism has so much been subscribed for 
education; more than $125,000.00. With such an encouraging start we 
cannot atford to lag in this most worthy and very necessary cause. What 
has been accomplished is vastly more significant when we realize that 
it was done during the month in which our country entered the great 
w^ar when the greatest uncertainty prevailed. With the amount of 
money that is now in the State it is easily possible to finish our task. 
To this end we urge that all our pastors, presiding elders and people line 
up for a great united drive to our goal. 

In order that we may collect notes promptly and thoroughly we ear- 
nestly request that our pastors and presiding elders render every assist- 
ance possible to Commissioner Shuler. A little timely assistance from 
each one will swell the mighty volume of cash that is so much needed in 
our educational work. By another Conference session we can and we 
ought to have the entire $300,000.00 provided for.

Epworth Orphanage. 

To the South Carolina Conference, Bishopville, S. C. 

Dear Brethren: We beg to make the following annual report of the 
Epworth Orphanage, and are grateful that God through His people has 
blessed us this year. The children have had good health, have worked 
hard and studied well, a wholesome Christian atmosphere pervades the 
institution and the receipts have been sufficient to meet all expenses — for 
these things, we are truly grateful. 

Thirty children have been admitted, thirty-five have been discharged 
or returned to relatives. Eight have graduated. There are 217 chil- 
dren in the Orphanage. Excepting measles and whooping cough, there 
has been practically no sickness at the Orphanage this year. Constant 
attention is given to the sanitary conditions; the diet is varied from 
time to time, medical inspections are had and an earnest effort is made 
to keep the children in good health. An operating room has been 
equipped at the Infirmary and the specialists of the city are operating 
weekly for adenoids and other common ailments. 

This year has been one of improvement. New floors have been laid 
where needed in four of the dormitories. Seven of the dormitories have 
been painted and calcimined inside and outside and roofs painted. The 
dining room, kitchen and all the homes have been screened. Sleeping 
jiorches have been built to four of the homes, all roofs have been repaired 
and painted where necessary. Gas mains have been laid on the campus 
and an operating room equipped at the Infirmary. Plans and specifica- 
tions have been prepared for the Ehrlich and the Dantzler homes, and 
some of the material placed on the ground. A new press and a supply 
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of new type have been installed in the Printing Department; registered 
Holsteins are being put in the dairy. 

Old bedsteads and bedding have been discarded and new furniture 
put in the homes. The dormitory occupied by the big boys has been 
equipped throughout with single beds. The dining rooms have been 
supplied throughout with new dishes and linen. 

The Epworth Orphanage is supported by the gifts of our people and 
the fund is largely made up of monthly contributions of $5.00 to $8.00 
from various churches, Sunday Schools, individuals and Wesley Classes. 
We earnestly commend the special support plan of having each Church, 
Sunday School or Class to assume the support of one or more children. 
The plan has worked for years and we beg for its continuance.

We beg to report further that the Grand Lodge of Masons has con- 
tributed $90.00 towards the support of each of the 24 Masonic orphans 

in the institution, and their contributions of $2,160.00 are included 
above. We beg to record our appreciation of the assistance given by 
the Grand Lodge and also to thank the various fraternal organizations 
who have helped us this year. 

The industries of the Orphanage have been a success this year. 

The Marble Yard usually does about a $6,000.00 business; the ship- 
ments this year so far amount to $8,900, and over $10,000.00 is booked 
for late winter and spring shipments. The Marble Yard boys appreciate 
the situation and are working overtime. 

The Printing Office boys have been rushed with work and have made 
the presses run late into the night. 

The farm boys have raised the biggest crop of potatoes, lima beans 
and corn that the Orphanage has ever had, and are among the 32 con- 
testants for the greatest yield of corn on ten acres in Richland county 
this year. 

Prof. C. E. King, Superintendent of the Orphanage Graded Schools, 
was drafted for military service, but was exempted largely on account of 
the number of Orphanage boys already in the service — some serving their 
third enlistment. The school has ten grades, runs about ten months in 
the year and does thorough work. 

The Epworth Church is a part of the Shandon Charge and has a live 
Sunday School and Wesley Class. The Class, with the aid of the older 
people, has done real work. Two services are held in the Church every 
Sunday and daily morning prayers are held in the Chapel. 

We are glad to say that practically all the children are members of 
the Church and have continued their activities after leaving the Orphan- 
age — in fact, the graduates of the Orphanage have made their way in 
the world and the demand for them far exceeds the supply. Some of 
the best teachers in the State had no other preparation than that pro- 
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vided at the Orphanage. Former students are now managers and stock- 
holders in commercial enterprises; others have become landholders, and 
the housewife in many homes over our State, with her children and 
flower yard, was once a little Orphanage girl. 

Verily the Church is making no mistake in caring for the dependent 
orphan child and fitting him for usefulness and happiness. 

We beg to report further that your Board has had two full meetings 
during the year and has given the affairs of the Epworth Orpranage 
careful consideration, and the Superintendent was instructed to carry 
forward the necessary improvements to give the Epworth Orphanage 
equal rank with all similar institutions. 

A thorough audit of the books of the Epworth Orphanage, for the 
past fifteen years, was made by Mr. Gooding, Public Accountant, 
Columbia, S. C., and his report shows that all cash has been accounted 
for. This report may be seen by any member of the Conference who 
desires to do so. 

We report that Rev. H. Z. Nabers has been re-elected Superintendent, 
and his books have been audited and found correct. 

In conclusion, we desire to thank the brethren of the Conference, and 
through them, our people for the splendid support the Epworth Orphan- 
age has received this year. Contributions have increased 10 per cent, 
and Labor Day Offerings 37 per cent. Especially are we grateful for 
the kind words and good wishes that usually accompany their gifts.

Treasurer Sunday School Board. 

In making our report to the Conference, we desire to record a year 
of substantial progress in our Sunday School work. Our Field Secretary, 
Rev. W. C. Owen, has been untiring in his efforts to further the interests 
of the great work committed largely to him, and we are glad to say 
that arrangements have been made that will enable him to remain in the 
work as Field Secretary. 

We would remind our brethren of the ideals presented to us Wednes- 
day evening in the splendid address by Dr. Chappell, and say to them 
that the members of the Sunday School Board are planning to the best 
of their ability to use the resources at their command to make such ideal 
a reality. We recognize that we are accredited agents of the Conference 
and as such are the servants of the whole Church. We further recognize 
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that unless a united Methodism, preachers and laymen alike, stand with 
us and support us in our efforts, all our planning and all our endeavors 
will result in failure. We, therefore, bespeak for our Field Workers the 
most sympathetic co-operation in all their work. We especially urge 
this co-operation upon the Presiding Elders in assisting to arrange for 
Conferences, institutes, tours, or any other plans that may contribute to 
the success of the work. We feel that the stage of inspirational 
addresses alone and the common “whoop-’em-up” methods and occasions 
has passed. Almost everywhere our people are beginning to understand 
that the Sunday School is the “biggest thing in the world,” to use the 
language of our presiding Bishop. How to make the “biggest thing 
in the world” the most efficient agency in the world for disseminat- 
ing pure gospel truth and for extending the borders of the King- 
dom, is the problem that confronts the Church, and which has been 
entrusted by you largely to your Sunday School Board. Whether we 
fully realize it or not, we are already in the beginning of a new era in 
Sunday School work. Old methods of organization and conduct are not 
satisfying present-day needs. The Sunday School must become the 
public school of Christian education; and to make it such is our task. 

The first thing necessary to any educational institution an efficient 
teaching force. The Sunday School hasn’t that. We, therefore, consider 
the process of creating this efficient teaching force the thing of very 
first importance to us. Then, in addition to inspirational addresses, we 
need schools of instruction. In this connection we cannot too strongly 
recommend the organization of teacher-training classes wherever it is 
possible. At great pains and expense the General Sunday School Board 
through its accredited representatives is preparing a new course which 
we believe will fully meet the needs of the Church in this particular. 
The pressing need for trained teachers makes this absolutely imperative. 
We cannot recommend too highly the Junaluska Training School for 
Sunday School Leaders, and respectfully suggest that it would be a 
wise investment on the part of any school or charge to bear the 
expenses of the pastor and a few picked workers who might be induced 
to attend this school during the few weeks of its course. Knowing that 
this can be the privilege of only a few, for some years, yet, our work 
must now be done through our present workers who desire to be taught 
how to do their work better; and to enable them to do so, we beg the 
pastors and Presiding Elders to co-operate with our Field Workers in 
bringing schools of lesser magnitude, but with the same purpose, within 
their reach. 

In order to meet our needs our Sunday Schools should be articulated 
in a very practical way with other educational agencies of our Church 
and become a part of a great scheme of Christian education. As a move 
in this direction we feel that the time has come when steps should be 
taken to put into the curriculum of our schools and colleges a course of 
study for the training of Sunday School workers that is endorsed by 
our General Sunday School Board and the General Board of Education. 
We have approved a resolution concurred in by the Board of Education 
and the Board of Missions, which will be offered by us in Report No. 3. 

It has been shown by actual tabulation that no fewer than two hun- 
dred requests come to the Sunday Schools for the observance of special 
days. While some of them are meritorious, we pray the brethren of our 
Church to stand by the following resolution, which was adopted by the 
Conference of Chairmen of Boards and Field Secretaries at Lake Juna- 
luska. 

“Resolved^ That it is the sense of this body that our Annual Con- 
ference should ask the Sunday School to observe only such special days 
in the Sunday School as may be recommended by the General Sunday 
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School Board of the Annual Conference Sunday School Board, or may 
be provided for in the Discipline.” 

Your Board desires to call attention to the fact that a serious con- 
flict of interests has been brought by the attitude and plans of work 
of the South Carolina Sunday School Association, which is an indpendent 
organization that is in no wise responsible to or officially representative 
of us. We, therefore, urge upon our people the exclusive use of our own 
literature, our own standards, and our own methods of work. We do 
this in the consciousness that they are second to none in point of excel- 
lence and are entirely sufficient for our own needs. When we realize 
the primacy of the Church, the loyalty of our people, and the purpose of 
our work, we cannot ask for less. 

We heartily endorse the action of the Conference of Chairmen of 
Boards and Field Workers in regard to this matter, entitled, “A 
Statement of the Primary Responsibility of the Denomination for the 
Development of Its Sunday School Work.” 

The development of our work depends upon the financial support 
derived through our Children’s Day oiferings and the one per cent, 
assessment. Not merely for this reason, but for the educational value 
of Children’s Day as well, we urge the observance of the day in every 
school in every charge. 

We request" the Conference to order the levy of an assessment equal 
to one per cent, of the pastor’s salary, proportioned as heretofore for 
the use of the Sunday School Board; and beg the brethren to secure 
this assessment very early in the year. 

The Board has decided to offer pennants or banners on the same basis 
as last year. 

The banners for the year just closing have been awarded by the com- 
mittee as follows: 

District making largest total Children’s Day contribution — Florence. 

District making largest per capita contribution — Charleston. 

Charge making largest total contribution — Marion, with $61.00. 

Charge making largest per capita contribution — Estill. 

School making largest total contribution — Hampstead Square, with 
$75.00. 

School making largest per capita contribution — Tabernacle, Lake View 
Circuit. 

In view of our enlarging plans for work, we ask that a special offering 
for the use of the Board be taken on Rally Day or “Go-to-Sunday-School- 
Day.” 

Having been informed through Dr. E. B. Chappell of the great and 
urgent need of relief work among the sufferers in Armenia and in Persia, 
we ask our Sunday Schools to take a Christmas offering for that pur- 
pose and to forward the same to Rev. J. L. Tyler, Treasurer of the 
Conference Sunday School Board, who will in turn forward the total 
to Dr. E. B. Chappell. 

Your Board has elected Mrs. Clay E. Smith, of Little Rock, Arkansas, 
as Elementary Worker for our Conference. 

We request the Bishop to appoint Rev. W. C. Owen as our Field Secre- 
tary for the ensuing year. 

We express our hearty thanks to all persons and institutions that have 
assisted us in our work, with especial reference to the Editor of the 
Southern Christian Advocate for the generous space tendered for the 
columns of the paper. 

Finally: We commend to your prayers and cy«npathetic brotherly 
interest and co-operation our chosen leader. Rev. W. C. Owen.

Resolved, 1st. That the South Carolina Conference, hoping the Upper 
South Carolina Conference will also act herein, direct Wofford, Lander 
and Columbia Colleges and the Carlisle School to make provision for a 
chair to prepare fully trained Sunday School leaders and teachers. 

Resolved, 2d. That in order that Wofford, Lander and Columbia Col- 
leges and the Carlisle School may be able to carry out this provision, 
the South Carolina Conference, hoping the Upper South Carolina Con- 
ference will do the same, order a collection to be taken annually in each 
one of our Sunday Schools for the above chair. 

Resolved, 3d. That the third Sunday in September be fixed as the day 
for the collection and that the Sunday be known as Education Sunday. 

Resolved, 4th. That the Presiding Elders be required to preach on 
this phase of religious education and call attention to it in all of the 
Quarterly Conferences in their respective districts. 

Resolved, 5th. That the Sunday School Field Secretary co-operate in 
this work by giving it a place on the program of Sunday School Con- 
ferences and urging the Sunday School Superintendents to observe the 
day and take the collection, the distribution of which amount shall be 
left to a committee composed of the Chairmen of the Sunday Schoof 
Board of this Conference and the Secretary of the Boards of Education, 
of both Conferences. 

Resolved, 6th. That the Treasurer of the Sunday School Board be the 
treasurer of these funds, and that he be required to give bond in an 
amount to be determined by the Sunday School Board.

This con- 
dition exists in spite of the fact that the Disciplinary requirement of the 
organization of our Epworth League in each congregation has not been 
revoked. 

Our Christian young people need this agency to help them in the activ- 
ities of the Church’s work. 

The General Epworth League Board has authorized a campaign under 
the name of “The Big Drive,” the object of which is to organize an 
Epworth League in each pastoral charge. This campaign is now on. 
Therefore, be it 
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Resolved, 1st. That every pastor organize his young people so that 
there will be at least one I.eague in each charge. This to be accom- 
plished by April 1st, 1918. 

2d. That Epworth League Anniversary Day in May be observed by 
each Chapter where there is no organization. The pastor is requested 
to call his young people together at that time and suitably observe the 
day with them, and an offering be taken, the proceeds of which shall be 
sent to Miss Eula Winn, College Place, S. C., who is the Epworth League 
Conference Treasurer.

Board of Missions. 

Optimistic and encouraging tidings come to us even in this hour of 
darkness. There is an abundant cause for gratitude that in the midst 
of madness and horror that have swept over the earth — the cause of 
missions has maintained its way with increasing power. While the 
national relations have been disturbed and the ties of comity that seem- 
ingly held them together — ^have been broken. The golden bonds of 
Brotherhood, which have been formed by the pierced hands of Him, who 
was brother to all men, have withstood the stress of war. 

It is encouraging to know that in 1916, the United States and Canada, 
paid more to the cause of missions than ever before. The aggregate 
was for Home and Foreign Missions, $26,000,000. This was an increase 
of $7,000,000 over that the previous year. While Great Britain has 
been called upon to meet the largest demands for war purposes in her 
history, the people have not forgotten to be generous to the Kingdom 
of King Emanuel. The Methodists of Great Britain had last year the 
best year in their history, receiving $45,000 more than was called for. 

In Southern Methodism the year was the best we have ever known. 
The total amount for missions from all sources from our people was 
$1,408,638.85. This represented an increase of $94,052.13, over that of 
1915, of course, the figures for 1917 are not yet available, but reports 
so far received indicate that the contributions for the current year will 
break all records. The office at Nashville reports that for the first six 
months of the present year the income of the Board was forty per cent, 
greater than the corresponding period of last year. 

We would call the attention of our people to the preparation for the 
celebration in 1919, of the Centennial of organized missionary opera- 
tions of Methodism. We beg the pastors and lay leaders make an ear- 
nest effort to enlist the co-operation of our people everywhere in this 
great epoch, which should not be a commemoration of past achievements, 
but a more thorough preparation for a great future. 

We would urge the Presiding Elder and pastors who serve the charges 
helped by this Board — to call the attention of the Stewards of said 
charges to the necessity for increased self-support on their part, in 
order that the Board may use available funds for new and more needy 
fields. 

We hope to adopt a method next year — whereby most of the oppro- 
priations will be granted on the basis of a descending scale. To make 
this effective, we shall nefed the assistance of all concerned. 

We have received the annual reports of the Textile Industrial Institute 
and of the Horry Industrial High School and note the splendid showing 
that has been made under conditions not altogether favorable. We 
commend these mission schools to the confidence and liberality of our 
people. 

We recommend the reappointment of S. B. Harper as Conference 
Missionary Secretary. 
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The Mid-Year Meeting of the Board will be held in Florence, Thurs- 
day, J anuary 17th, 1918. 

We urge that the assessments for Foreign Missions and those for 
Home and Conference Missions be raised by May 1st, 1918.

Your Board has shared in the general prosperity of the year, and as a 
result we have been able to respond more liberally to the appeals that 
have come to us. 
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The demands on this arm of the Church are ever increasing and it is 
the purpose of the Board to so keep the subject before the Church at 
District Conferences, by communications through the Church paper, and 
by the distribution of literature provided by the General Board, that we 
may be of all possible help to the Church in every eft'ort to establish the 
reign of Christ on earth. The birthday jars promise to greatly enlarge 
our Conference loan fund and we earnestly urge the preachers and Sun- 
day School Superintendents to see to it that every school has a jar, and 
that some faithful woman is placed in charge of it. 

It is the desire of the Board to have the matter of Church Extension 
represented in every District Conference and that time and thought be 
given it, just as missions and schools and other important matters are 
considered. 

There are just two things your Board would particularly emphasize. 

1. In building churches now, it is almost criminal where it is pos- 
sible to do otherwise, to make no provision for the. Sunday School work 
No secular school should attempt today to do its work in a building of 
one room, where several teachers were engaged at the same time. 
Attractive class rooms will not only enable us to do more satisfactory 
work, but will serve to greatly increase the attendan'*e in our schools. 

2. We ought to pay more attention to the appearance of our churches. 
How some of us have gotten the idea that our God is particularly pleased 
to look upon unattractive and repulsive objects is hard to understand.

Since our last report to you we, the Board of Managers of the South- 
ern Christian Advocate, have continued to publish the same under the 
contract system, but after three years’ experience and observation we 
are fully persuaded that the Advocate should have a permanent home 
and ultimately its own printing plant.

We, therefore, recommend that the two co-operating Conferences, i. e., 
the South Carolina Conference and the Upper South Carolina Conference, 
empower this Board to take out a charter of incorporation and buy such 
a home.

We commend most heartily the effort to 
secure a home office for the paper and recommend that the hearty sup- 
port of the pastors and members of the Church be given the movement.

Committee on Sabbath Observance. 

We believe that “the Sabbath w'as made for man and not man for the 
Sabbath,” but we deny that this fact grants any license for the gratifica- 
tion of the flesh; for man finds his highest good in the discovery of and 
obedience to the laws of truth and life as they are written in the Word 
of God and in the constitution of things about us.

Report of Temperance Committee. 

The Temperance movement has made greater progress in the last 
twelve months than ever before in the same period of time. Ten years 
ago there were three dry States, now there are twenty-seven, and in 
every I.egislative body of the Union the matter of advanced Temperance 
legislation is under discussion, and in practically every case pronounced 
progress is being made. 

The Reed amendment, introduced in the United States Senate as a 
joke, by the enemies of Temperance, was adopted by its friends, and in 
conjunction with advanced legislation in our own State has made South 
Carolina nearer a prohibition State than it ever was before. 

There will be action in Congress within the next few weeks upon an 
amendment to the United States Constitution entirely prohibiting the 
manufacture and sale of liquors for use as a beverage. We submit here- 
with a resolution favoring the adoption of this amendment, with the sug- 
gestion that the same be adopted by this body. > 

We would also suggest that the preachers of our Conference on next 
Sunday, or the Sunday following, either preach especially upon the sub- 
ject or refer to the matter of this constitutional amendment in their 
services, and especially in the public prayers, and that resolutions favor- 
ing the constitutional amendment be adopted in the different congre- 
gations and sent to our Congressmen. 

The pronounced progress in our legislation emphasizes certain defects 
that should be remedied, as follows: 
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1. We think that permission should not be given to import liquor for 
medicinal purposes simply upon an affidavit of the importer, but that 
there should be a physician’s prescription also or some other method of 
limiting the transportation to necessary cases. 

2. Drug stores are not allowed to keep or sell whiskey and do not do 
so, but in a great many cases they are practically saloons through the 
sale of bitters, patent medicines and extracts. 

We hope that these defects will be cured soon, as they are very real 
evils at present. 

The success of the United States Government authorities in suppress- 
ing liquor selling and vice around the army camps shows what can be 
done when the government authorities are really in earnest, and we wish 
to express our approval of their success in law enforcement and to point 
to it as another reason why National Constitutional Prohibition will be 
successful. 

In conclusion, we would give a word of caution: While all these 
things encourage, yet the fight is not won, and it behooves every friend 
of temperance, and especially every Christian, to redouble his efforts 
until final success is obtained.

Rev. John B. Wilson. 

Rev. John B. Wilson was born January 14, 1847. His parents, the 
Rev. Wright Wilson and Mrs. Susan Medlin Wilson, were natives of 
North Carolina. They came to Marlboro county. South Carolina, in early 
life, and after their marriage they settled near the present town of Clio. 
They were sturdy, industrious. God-fearing people, possessing the confi- 
dence and esteem of all who knew them. The father was a useful and 
honored local Methodist preacher. Theirs was a distinctly Christian 
home, and it was under such strong, wholesome influence and training 
that the children were reared. Three of their sons became Methodist 
ministers. One of these, Alexander, was an acceptable local preacher, 
and the other two of this number, James and John B., were members 
of the South Carolina Conference. Rev. James Wilson’s itinerant career 
was short, as he died early in life. But to the other brother, John B., 
were given the rare privilege and glorious opportunity of preaching the 
gospel for nearly forty-eight years and of being a member of the South 
Carolina Conference for more than forty-five years. 

Like most of his contemporaries. Brother Wilson grew up amid times 
and under conditions that did not afford him the advantages of a col- 
lege course in his education. He was coming into manhood just at the 
close of the Civil War, and during the trying years that immediately 
followed. In the midst of the demoralization and impoverishment that 
existed throughout the South just then, he had to give first attention to 
the physical necessities of life. But he availed himself of the best edu- 
cational advantages that came in his way. He attended the common 
schools of Marlboro county and also the Clio and the Red Bluff acade- 
mies. After leaving school, he taught for two years in Darlington 
county, and at the same time kept up a course of study. In this way 
he laid a good foundation and upon it he continued to build. He was a 
diligent student, and thus by methods of self-education he eontinually 
added to his mental equipment until he became recognized as a pro- 
found thinker, and a man of excellent intellectual attainments. 

In his Christian experience. Brother Wilson was sure of his foundation. 
More than once the writer has heard him tell, with brightening face, 
of his conversion. Like the beloved John, of old, he could recall the 
place, and circumstance, and the hour, too, when he first met the Mas- 
ter. He said: “It was on the first day of November, 1867, about 10 
o’clock in the morning, while I was in the house alone, sitting by the 
fire and meditating upon my unhappy condition as a sinner, that I gave 
myself to J esus Christ, and then and there I was consciously born again.” 
The life in Christ which began in that hour he lived for nearly fifty 
years in the consciousness of the spirit’s witness, for he both experienced 
and preached the doctrine of the full assurance of salvation. In those 
more than forty-nine years of Christian life there were sorrows and 
joys, defeats and victories, but through them all he kept his face ever 
toward the right and his conscience always void of offense toward God 
and man. He grew in grace and in the knowledge of the Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ. There was an ever increasing satisfaction and joy 
in his Christian experience, and he loved to testify that the religious life 
became richer and sweeter as it grew in length. 

Brother Wilson believed in a divine call to the ministry. From child- 
hood he was impressed that he would be called to preach, and when he 
was converted that impression became clear and convincing. He was 
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received into the Church by the Rev. Lewis M. Little. I^ater on, in July, 
1868, he was licensed to exhort by the Quarterly Conference of the Little 
Rock Circuit, Marion District. In May, 1869, he was licensed to preach 
by the Quarterly Conference of the Darlington Circuit. At first he tried 
to answer this Divine call to the ministry by serving as a local preacher. 
But the hand of God led him into a larger field, and in December, 1871, 
he was admitted on trial into the South Carolina Conference, together 
with D. D. Dantzler, J. K. McCain and Dove Tiller. He passed his 
examinations in regular order and was ordained deacon in 18 ‘3 and 
elder in 1875. His appointments in the Conference were as follows: 
Junior preacher on Darlington Circuit, with Rev. J. B. Campbell, 1872; 
Fair Forest Circuit, 1873-6; Limestone Springs, 1877-8; Mesopotamia, 
1879; Belmont, 1880-3; Gaffney Circuit, 1884-7; Johnston, 1888-9; Flor- 
ence District, 1891-4; Marion District, 1895-8; Greenville District, 1899- 
1902; Gaffney Circuit, 1903-6; Limestone Street, Gaffney, 1907; Broad 
Street, Sumter, 1908-11; Pinewood, 1912; superannuate, 1913-17. 

In all his fields of labor, both as Presiding Elder and as Pastor, large 
success attended his efforts. He gave systematic attention to all the 
various duties connected with his work. He built churches and parson- 
ages, and looked well after all the material interests of the Church. He 
studied, he visited from house to house, he entered places of business 
to speak to men the personal word for the Master, he conducted fruitful 
revivals in his congregations, he led people to Christ and gathered them 
into the Church and watched over them as a faithful shepherd of souls. 
His was a busy life. He tried to live up to the disciplinary directions 
never to be unemployed, nor triflingly employed, and always to be punc- 
tual. For thirty-seven years he never missed an appointment, and dur- 
ing his whole itinerant ministry he never missed a District Conference, 
and only once was he absent from an Annual Conference — at Darling- 
ton, 1904. 

He gave large and faithful service to the work of the Annual Con- 
ferences. For twelve years, as Presiding Elder, he helped to perform 
the delicate and exacting duties of the Bishop’s cabinet. He was always 
on some of the various bboards and committees. At the time of his death 
he was President of the Brotherhood, a member of the Committee on 
Admissions, a manager of the Epworth Orphanage, and a Trustee of the 
Horry Industrial School. 

Although he sustained to the Conference the relation of superannuate 
during the last four years of his life, nevertheless he was not idle. He 
had provided for himself and family a home in Sumter and to it he 
retired upon his superannuation. This home stands “hard by” the 
Broad Street Church, which he built during the closing years of his 
ministry. He loved this Church and supported it and was always in his 
place at every service, unless providentially hindered. For two years he 
taught the Wesley Adult Bible Class in the Sunday School there. He 
often preached or led the prayer meeting for the pastor. He was ever 
ready to give any help in the Church and to do any Christian work in 
the community. Several times during those years he helped his brethren 
in revival meetings in different parts of the State, preaching with power 
and laboring with success. During eight months of last year, 1916, 
beginning the first of April, he served as pastor of Kingstree by appoint- 
ment of Bishop Denny. This was a period of real joy to him. It was 
a bright and happy ending on earth of the work of that ministry which 
he had received from the I>ord Jesus. In accordance with his own 
judgment, he was given the appointment of superannuate again by the 
Conference in Florence one year ago. Only a few weeks later, on Janu- 
ary 17, 1917, in his comfortable home in Sumter, he suddenly ceased to 
work and to live on earth and entered fully into life eternal and upon 
the glorious activities of the Church Triumphant in Heaven. 
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As a preacher, Brother Wilson ranked among the strong men of the 
Conference. In the preparation of his sermons he analyzed his subjects 
clearly, studied them thoroughly, and delivered his messages with per- 
suading power. He knew men, and from the common experiences of 
life he drew illustrations that helped to fix the gospel truth in human 
minds and hearts. He studied the Word, and from that exhaustless 
source he drew the truth which he preached to men. His sermons 
instructed men in the way of truth, inspired them to action, and fed 
them with the bread of life. The aim and end of his preaching was to 
win souls to Christ, to establish them in the faith, and to help build the 
kingdom of our Lord in the hearts of men and in the world in which we 
live. Many who sat under his strong ministry of the Word and who 
lived under his wise, sympathetic and faithful pastoral care will rise up 
in the crowning day and call him blessed. 

Outside the Church he was a man of influence. He was a true citizen 
of his country, standing always for those issues and supporting those 
measures which made for moral betterment and Christian progress. 
Being too young for active service at the front, he served in the South 
Carolina Confederate Reserves during the latter part of the war. He 
remembered those trying days and cherished the feeling of comradeship 
toward the men of that fearful struggle. At the time of his death he 
was Chaplain of the Dick Anderson Camp of United Confederate Vet- 
erans, a position which he had held during most of his residence in Sum- 
ter. In business and social affairs he mingled among men and com- 
manded their confidence and esteem. He was possessed of fine judg- 
ment and of varied gifts. His mechanical talent might have made him 
a skillful architect and builder. His business foresight and safe judg- 
ment might have made him a merchant prince, or a master of finance, 
or a captain of industry. His powers of analysis, and reason, and per- 
suasion might have distinguished him at law. Along these and other 
lines, he might have succeded. But all those splendid powers of body, 
mind, and heart with which he was so amply endowed were given, with- 
out reserve, to the work of the gospel ministry to which he had been 
divinely called. 

On January 16, 1870, Brother Wilson was married to Miss Roxie L. 
Galloway, of Darlington county. For forty-seven years they journeyed 
together, having observed their last wedding anniversary just the day 
before he passed from earth. • Into their home were born nine children. 
Four of these remain to share with the devoted wife and mother the 
loss of husband and father. Brother Wilson loved his home, and he 
sought to provide his family with the best of educational, social and 
religious advantages within his reach. In the family circle, as well as 
elsewhere, there were exemplified the fine qualities of his mind and 
heart. He directed the affairs of his household with “patriarchal 
grace.” 

For several years past it has been the privilege of the writer to know 
Brother Wilson intimately and to be associated with him closely. For 
six years he was my Presiding Elder. Then, and afterwards, he gave to 
me his kindly interest, his warm friendship, and his wise counsels. But 
it was during the last four years of his life, while I was pastor of Broad 
Street, Sumter, that I came to know him more intimately than ever 
before, to enjoy more fully his true friendship, and to receive more 
largely the help of his safe advice and of his own rich experience. As 
his pastor and the pastor of his family he gave to me the fullest co-oper- 
ation and the most loyal support. It was during this period that I had 
opportunity to learn well how liberal was his hospitality, how true was 
his friendship, how sincere was his brotherliness, how unselfish was his 
purpose, how upright was his daily walk, how strong was his love for 
the Church, and how faithful was his service to his Lord. This intimate 
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knowledge of him proved how noble and manly were the qualities of his 
heart, and how self-sacrificing and enduring was the heroic spirit within 
him. As one who came well within that inner circle of his younger 
friends, the writer can say that Brother Wilson truly spent his life in 
willing service to God and man and that his good works do follow him. 
Through the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ he lived godly and wrought 
faithfully in time, and through all eternity he shall share the rapturous 
joys of his Lord. J. Marion Rogers. 
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Rev. Samuel D. Vaughan. 

On the thirteenth day of February, 1917, as many preachers as could 
do so gathered to lay to rest in the graveyard at Cypress the body of 
Brother Samuel D. Vaughan. After the session of the Conference in 
Florenec, his strength rapidly declined, and he passed above on the 13th 
of February, 1917, in the assurance of acceptance with Christ and in 
hope of a glorious resurrection. 

Brother Vaughan was born not far from where he died, and a large 
part of his life as a Methodist itinerant was spent in the same section, 
so that in youth and manhood and in service he was among his own peo- 
ple and in the section of the State he especially loved. 

Brother Vaughan was born April 26, 1846, in Colleton county. He 
had home school advantages, which were interrupted by the war. He 
entered the Confederate army at sixteen years of age, and was a true 
soldier among men. 

He was married December 29, 1869, to Miss Lou R. Cummings, who 
survives him. They have had six children, four of whom are living and 
one, Gregg Vaughan, is a member of the South Carolina Conference. 

Brother Vaughan was converted under the ministry of Rev. A. R. 
Danner, whose body was buried just behind Cypress Church and just a 
few feet away lies the body of Brother Vaughan. He was admitted on 
trial into the South Carolina Conference, December, 1874. Christian 
experience and the Christian religion were realities in Brother Vaughan’s 
life. He believed and strongly contended for the Bible teaching con- 
cerning sin, righteousness and judgment, and held always that repent- 
ance and faith in Christ must be or there was no conversion. A light 
or superficial type of religion or conversion did not meet his approval 
or come as his teaching. He did not contend for these doctrines and 
experiences because they are old, but because they are true. By this 
faith he was converted, this faith he preached and in this faith he passed 
without fear into the presence of God. 

His genial disposition and outspoken, hearty manner is known as well 
as his courage in expressing his honest conviction. During his ministry 
he preached Christ our only salvation, and now he knows as he never 
could have known here the truth of Christ and the power of Christ. 

Doubtless there were faults that appeared in minor places in the grain 
of his life, but he ran straight, and had the humanity which shows itself 
some failure as the voice fails sometimes to carry the note that is being 
sung in the heart. Brother Vaughan’s body rests at Cypress Camp 
Ground, which he loved so well, and is near his friends and loved ones. 
He is the triumph of his faith in Christ and abides with Him.

ferences, was unanimously passed. 

On motion of W. C. Owen, the minutes of the previous session were 
approved without reading. The treasurer made his report. 

By motion, the class to be received into full connection, all transfers, 
and any laymen paying the dues, were elected to membership in the 
Society. 

Envelopes were distributed and the annual dues of 25 cents were 
collected from all members present. 

Donations were made as follows: 

By G. E. Edwards, “Minutes of Early General Conferences.” 

By W. C. Owen, for himself and uncles, Messrs. W. H. and C. T. 
Crook, the library of his grandfather, and their father, the Rev. William 
Crook, for a number of years a member of the South Carolina Con- 
ference. 

On motion of Watson B. Duncan, the present officers were re-elected 
for another quadrennium as follows: C. B. Smith, President; A. D. 
Betts, First Vice President; W. H. Hodges, Second Vice President; 
W. C. Owen, Secretary-Treasurer. W. C. Owen offered his resignation, 
which was accepted, and nominated D. D. Jones, who was elected in 
his place. 

Announcements were made by G. P. Watson, host of the Conference, 
and the Society adjourned with the singing of hymn No. 208, and with 
the benediction by J. S. Beasley.
